NEW YORK, April 4 (AP).— 
Donald M. Nelson, chairman of the 
War Production Board, asserted 
tonight that “America’s industrial 
plant is really beginning to roll” 
and “a new era of management- 
labor co-operation is developing, 
which will prove of immense value 
to the entire nation.” 

Although he admonished that 
“this is no time for easy opti- 
mism,” Nelson asserted in. an ad- 
dress at an Army Day banquet of 
the Military Order of the World 
War that “we have not yet done 
thé impossible—but we are doing 
it.” 

In a detailed review of the 
progress of the nation’s war effort, 
Nelson stressed-that its relative 
suécess thus far was still dwarfed 
by the fact that “it is the biggest 
job, bar none, that this or any 
other country ever tackled at any 
time in history. It is so huge that 
we can break every record we 
ever made and still fall short of 
the need.” 

Roll of Achievements. 

Then he called the oll of 
achievement since Pear] Harbor: 

‘The airplane production pro- 
gram adopted after Pear! Harbor 
was presumed by practically every- 
one to be bigger than could possib- 
ly be attained, It was ‘impossible’ 
program if there ever was one. We 
met our schedules.in January and 
we made 23 per cent more planes 
than we had made in December. 
We exceeded our schedules in 
February which, of course, called 
for an increase over January. In

| Survivors Tell Vivid Stories 


of Battles and Rescues— 
Spent Six Hours in 
Rough Sea After Second 
: Vessel Went Down. 


SAN FRANCISCO, April 4 (AP). 

—Frankie Steadline of New Or- 
leans, chief machinist’s mate in 
the Navy and watertender aboard 
an old four-stack destroyer, looked 
out at the figures bobbing in 
choppy seas off the South Java 
coast, 

“What are you hitchhikers doing 
out there?” he shouted. 

That gruff greeting was the 
most welcome sound the oil-cov- 
ered, salt-caked figures ever had 
heard. For many, it meant another 
chance at life after having. had 
ships bombed out from under them 
twice in as many days, For all, it 
meant that resaue had arrived 
after more than six hours in the 
swift-running water. 

The figures were survivors of 
the Navy’s aircraft tender Langley, 
sunk by Japanese aircraft on Feb. 
27, and of the naval tanker 
Pecos, sunk in the same manner 
the following. day. 

One of the survivors was G. L. 


Engleman of San Jose, Cal., the 
Pecos’ chief radioman, Back in 


his homeland, he tqld today of the: 


reception accorded them aboard 
“that old four-piper.” 
Kept Casualties Down. 

The Langley, thrice bombed by 
Japanese plahes, gunned by dive- 
bombers and sorely stricken, still 
managed to postpone its ultimate 
fate long enough for the ship to 
be abandoned in orderly fashion 
and for casualties to be held to a 
minimum. ‘ 

The Langley survivors soon were 
picked up by an escorting destroy- 
er and transferred that night by 
small boats to the Pecos. 

Next day the Pecos was sub- 
jected to precisely the same ordéal 
as that which the aircraft tender 
underwent. First there was the 
single enefiiy observation plane, 
then the sutcessive waves of hori- 
zontal bombing, then the dive- 
bombing and machine-gunning. It 
went on. .for more -than. four 
hours. 7 

“IT looked up at the bridge 
when we got the order to abandon 
ship,” Engleman said, “and saw 
the Captain (Commander E. P. 
Abernathy) still there, firing 
away with a machine gun him- 
self as the planes swooped in. 
(Later another survivor told of a 
second ship commander who 
stood by his guns while the Jap 
dive bombers were strafing the 
ship.) 

“Then I saw Lieut. Stone (not 
otherwise identified by Engle- 
man) and he had a part of his ear 
blown off. 

“T said, ‘You've got a little 
scratch there, Mr, Stone,’ and he 
replied, ‘Oh, damn those Nippers.’ 

Just Walked Into Water. 


' “We. were listing so badly by 
thei I simply walked down the 
side of the ship and into the water. 
I had been in. the water about 
three minutes when the ship went 
down. I could see many of the 
other men churning around in the 
sea, and I thought to myself, 
‘This is just like the movies.’ 

“The oi} was terrible, It burned 
your face and got into your eyes. 
So did the sinking sun and it was 
painful.”

Knudsen, 
Army production director, entered 
the controversy over the 40-hour 
week today with a statement that 
heavy payments for overtime work 
had proved a hindrance to the war 
production program. | | 

He noted, in a letter to Repre- 
sentative Robertson (Dem.), Vir- 
ginia, that “labor leaders have pub-! 
licly offered to remedy this, and 
if they do it will be constructive.” 
Knudsen put his. views on paper 
at Robertson’s request, and the 
House member made them public. 

Meanwhile, with Congress in a 
virtual Easter recess and no action 
on the labor question in sight for 
more than a week, the administra- 
tion was authoritatively reported 
to be sounding out labor leaders 
on the possibility of a voluntary 
agreement to make 44 or 48 hours 
the basic work week, to be worked 


without overtime pay. Premium 
payments would be given for work 
in excess of the figure agreed 
upon, | 

Vite-Presidént Wallace was un- 
derstood to be active in this effort, 
bent upon quieting the agitation 
which has surrounded the contro- 
versy. Whether a 4¢hour week 
would satisfy Congress was a ques- 
tion, however, and whether 48 
would suit labor was another: 

Beyond that, labor was under- 
stood to be insisting that if any 
concessions are made, the employ- 
ers must rebate to the Government 
the money which otherwise would 
go to the workers in time and one- 
half pay for work over 40 hours 
a week,

tucky, the majority leader, al- 
though declining to comment on 
this plan, made it plain he was 
hopeful some agreement might be 


jreached before April 20, when the 


Senate is to consider a motion to 
take up the bill of Senator Con- 
nally (Dem.), Texas, permitting the 
Government to take over strike- 
bound war production plants and 
freeze labor conditions th them. 
Opponents of the 40-hour week are 
planning an effort to present 
amendments covering it and the 
overtime question. | 

A presidential appeal for volun- 
tary éxtension of the work week 
to 48 hours was urged upon Roose- 
velt by Senator George (Dem.), 
Georgia, who suggested that such 
procedure “might be more -fruitful 
of results than drastic legislation 
enacted at this time.” 

George, who suggested that the 
extra work day could be called 
“war day” or “victory day” said 
the principle of working eight 
hours at the regular rate “would 
properly call for the readjustment 
of the hourly wage rate in some 
industries.”

LONDON, April 4 (AP). — The 
most violent daylight air fighting

German radio accounts of the

Enemy Transport, Naval 
Supply Ship and Uniden- 
tified Vessel Are Others 
Torpedoed in Indies 
Area. 


WASHINGTON, April 5 (AP).— 
American submarines have sunk 
or damaged four Japanese war- 
ships in recent days to keep the 
score of ship losses in favor of the 
United States. 

The Navy announced today that 
the submersibles had: 

Sunk a Japanese light cruiser 
near Christmas Island, south of 
Java. 

Damaged another light cruiser 
with two torpedo hits in the same 


In all the Army and Navy have 
classified 29 Japanese warships as 
seven as “sunk or probably 
sunk,” four “believed sunk,” and 
two “possibly sunk.” In addition 
40 have been damaged. 
Meanwhile 25 American naval 
ships of all types have been listed 
as sunk. 

The: score is weighted in favor 
of the United States, too, by the 
factor of replacement. American 
shipyards are working at top speed. 
Launchings since the war began 
have exceeded losses. Dozens of 
warships are on the ways. The 
exact rate of Japanese replace- 
ment is unknown, but is officialy 
considered to be considerably less 
than that of the United States. 

In types of vessels lost, the Unit- 
ed States stands well ahead, too. 
Our admitted naval losses are 
composed of: one battleship, one 


one target ship, one cargo ship, 
one gunboat and two miscellaneous 
type vessels.

carried pieces of shrapnel] in his 
back, Ashcroft said. “I dressed 
him and he insisted on going back 
to his gun. About an hour late 
he was brought down again, with 
fresh wounds. We couldn’t save 
him.” 
Escaped Twice. 

Chief Petty Officer R. D. Gross 
of Belmont, Cal., chief storekeeper 
aboard the Langley, like the rest 
of the aircraft tender’s crew, was 
bombed off that ship one day and 
off the Pecos the next. 

He remembers that the survivors 
of the second sinking fought 
through the waves from about 4 
p. m. until long after dark before 
help arrived. 

“Then the moon came up, and 
we could see the silhouette of the 
rescue vessel,” he said. “Those of 
us grouped together managed to 
reach her side and were hauled up. 

“The word ‘shipmate’ has always 
meant a lot to Navy men, but 
never has there been a bunch of 
shipmates like that going aboard 
the rescue ship. They did every- 
thing for us.” 

There was J. M. Black of Lan- 
caster, Pa., boatswain’s mate first 
class ‘and a gun captain on the 
Langley. In the thick of all the 
fighting, he saw ship’s officers 
man the smaller guns as the bul- 
lets and bombs of the diving ene- 
my aircraft decimdted the regular 
crews. 4 

Makes New Disclosure. 


There was Claude J. Hinds Jr., 
Fullerton, Cal., radioman first class 
aboard the Langley. A youngster 
hardly out of college in a com- 
pany of grizzled’ veterans, he told 
how the Langley’s doom had been 
staved off long enough to permit 
the rescue of all crew members not 
mortally wounded.

SHORTER SPRAY BUT 
LONGER HOURS FOR 
MILLES FOUNTAIN 


30-H. P. Pump to Replace 
High-Powered One — Dryer 
Passersby and Economy. 


The sprays of the Milles foun- 
tain on Aloe Plaza, opposite Union 
Station, often criticised as more 
like the streams poured on a 
three-alarm fire than those of a 
bubbling fountain, will be reduced 
by installation of a lower powered 
pump, Park Commissioner Palmer 
B. Baumes said yesterday. 

Another objection to the high 
sprays, Baumes said, was that they 
wet pedestrians and sidewalks 
around the plaza, on days of high 
wind velocity. 

The operating cost was entirely 
too high, the commissioner said. 
The electric pump being removed 
was 250 horsepower, and the one 
being installed is 30 horsepower. 
Power for the pump cost $900 a 
month. The new one can be op- 
erated for $250 a month. Baumes 
plans to run it from 8 a. m. to 
9 p. m., depending on weather con- 
ditions. Because of the expense, 
the operating time of the old pump 
was usually from 8a. m. to 5 p. m. 

Installation is expected to be 
completed this week.

ASSESSOR BOOSTS 
UNIONS TAXA 
CASH TO $1 


for Ironworkers Increased 
to $200,000. 


The cash item in the personal 
property tax return of the AFL 
Hodcarriers,’ Building and Com- 
mon Laborers’ Union, Local No. 
42, reported by the union officers 
as $1500 on June 1 last, was in- 
creased by Assessor Arthur C. 
Hoehn yesterday to $186,000. 

An even larger increase. was 
made by Hoehn in the return of 
the. International Association of 
Bridge, Structural and Ornamen- 
tal Iron Workers. This union re- 
ported $100 cash on hand June 
1;. Hoehn fixed the amount at 
$200,000. ‘ 

The increases “which ‘were 
characterized by Hoehn as ar- 
bitrary assessments, were the 
largest among 11 such rulings of 
the Assessor affecting labor un- 
ions, and increased the $3828 re- 
ported by the 11 unions to $423,- 
500. These were in addition to 28 
other arbitrary assessments, to- 
talling $61,550, levied by Hoehn 
against 28 local unions which filed 
no returns. 

Only International Union. 

The ironworkers were the only 
international union in the list. Fi- 
nances of the hodcarriers’ union 
recently were made public in the 
trial of Ear] Jenkins, foriner bus- 
iness agent, on the charge of em- 
bezzling $151,355 of its funds. The 
same charge is _ still pending 
against three other officers, fol- 
lowing Jenkins’ acquittal. Testi- 
mony in Jenkins’ trial was to the 
effect that officers of the union, 
from January to October, 1941, 
collected $289,376 from members. 

Officers of the 11 unions against 
which arbitrary assessments were 
levied were cited by Hoehn to ap- 
pear before the Board of Equali- 
zation next Thursday. If his as- 
sessments stand, the increase in 
taxes of these unions would be 
about $11,000.

An acknowledged anti-Semitic 
publicist, Pelley has divided his 
time between publishing activities 
in Asheville, N. C., where he had 
his Silver Shirt headquarters, and 
in Noblesville, Ind. Between times 
he hag been involved in prosecu- 
tion by North Carolina authorities 
on charges of violating the State 
Blue Sky Law, and in appearances 
as an urbane witness at congres- 
sional committee hearings. He is 
currently appealing, the Justice 
Department said, from a prison 
sentence in North Carolina. 

Two years ago Pelley told a 
House committee that he “prob- 
ably” would have been running the 
government then if his silver shirt 
organization had succeeded in its 
efforts to enlist sufficient support 
to wipe out subversive elements. 

If he had taken over the Govern- 
ment, Pelley testified, he probably 
would have put into effect some- 
thing resembling Adolf Hitler’ 
policies with respect to Jews, al- 
though he did not indorse Hitler’s 
exact methods. : 

Early im 1940 Miss Dorothy 
Waring of New York, a blonde 
secret agent for a former House 
investigating committee, testified 
that Pelley had told her he planned 


to lead a march on Washington 

and become “the white king” o 

the country. 
Bond Placed at $15,000. 

United States Commissioner Her- 
bert 8. MacDonald in New Haven 
bound Pelley over to the United 
States District Court for the South- 
ern District of Indiana at Indian- 
apolis under $15,000 bonds after 
Pelley waived examination. 

Pelley was arrested at the 
Darien home of George B. Fisher, 
who testified before the Dies Com- 
mittee in 1940 that he had donated 
$20,000 to the Silver Shirts over a 
period of 18 months, 

Fisher, describing himséif as an 
“old friend” and an admirer of 
Pelley’s writings, said four F. B. 1. 
agents pounded on the door of his 
home about 9;30 a, m, while he and 
Pelley were still in bed. 

After notifying P he was 
under arrest, said » the 
agents confiscated all his papers 
and magazines. The F. B. I. men 
were “very gentlemanly,” Fisher 
said. 

Fisher, a resident of Darien 
since 1929, said he was a native of 
Canada, but had become a natural- 
ized citizen of the United States 
after 18 months’ #ervice with .the 
army overseas in the World War. 


BELLEVILLE TOWNSHIP GETS

State Commissioner Has Told City

administration for $19,000 used to 
sponsor a WPA project in 1936.

Baron Tanaka, In his 1927 Me-

to rule’ the world. 

“*You had better join Japan’s 
co-prosperity sphere now, of your 
own accord, while there is yet 
time,’ Yoshizawa said in effect. 
‘After the war, Britain, Germany 
and the Soviet will be so weak- 
ened they will no longer be great 
powers to be reckoned with. We 
intend to force the United States 
of America to join, so if you come 
in now, you and we and the 
Americans can share in the dom- 
ination of the world—under Ja- 
pan’s guidance.’ 

“If these warnings through the 
years were not enough, the brutal 
frankness of. a statement made 
last November, less than a month 
before the attack upon Pearl 
Harbor, should have awakened us 
to a sense of immediate peril. The 
Japanese -Minister of Finance 
then: stated that Japan’s aim was 
to ‘drive the United States and 
Britain out of Asia.’” 

As a sign that Japanese spade- 
work in Far East countries has 
not always had the intended re- 
sults, Abend tells of the compara- 
tive failure of Gen. Iwane Mat- 
sui’s ten months’ tour of Asiatic 
countries, urging union against 
the white peoples. Distrust of 
Japan rendered his efforts large- 
ly futile.

Two Errors in Bulletin.

Ministry to ashes, a corporal—any 
corporal at all—would have been 
summoned, and the government 
would: have said to him: “You are 
ordered to see that the controls 
are thawed out.

But if 
they are still freezing up two weeks 
from now you go to prison.’”

His son, Ensign Joseph K. Taussig, is 
carrying on the Taussig tradition (his grand- 
father was the late Admiral Edward Taus- 
sig) and last week received the Navy Cross 
for remaining. at his anti-aircraft battery 
post on the U. S. S. Nevada after being seri- 


{ously Jwounded in the Japanese attack on 


Pearl Harbor. 

The revolutionary shakeup now in progress 

in the United States Navy coincides in every 
essential particular with recommendations 
which Admiral Taussig published more than 
two years ago, but which were disregarded 
until Pearl Harbor shattered the admini- 
stration’s contentment with a state of virtual 
anarchy which had prevailed in the Navy’s 
top command since the Civil War. 
A gradvate of the Naval Academy, Taus- 
sig was promoted for “eminent and conspicu- 
ous conduct in battle’ during the Boxer cam. 
paign, and was decorated for services in the 
Spanish-American War and World War I. 
Marked out by his gifts for highest command, 
he remained stationary in rank for 10 years 
after becoming Rear Admiral in 1931. The 
highest post he ever held was Assistant Chief 
of Naval Operations. His final command was 
a shore establishment, the Fifth Naval Dis- 
trict and Operating Base at Norfolk. Because 
of his services in the first World War, he 
was promoted to Vice-Admiral when he re- 
tired Sept. 1, 1941, on reaching the statutory 
age limit of 64. 


Old Quarrel With Roosevelt

The explanation generally given for his 
failure to become Chief of Naval Operations 


or Commander-in-Chief of the United States 


Fleet during the last eight years is that just 
after the first World War, when he was pres- 
ident of the Naval War College at Newport, 
Capt. Taussig indulged in a personal contro- 
versy. The incident was investigated by a 
Senate Committee, but apparently every copy 
of its secret report—except two or three that 
are carefully guarded—has been hunted 
down and destroyed. As his opponent in this 
quarrel, he was so‘unfortunate as to choose 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, then Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Navy and since 1933 President 
of the United States and the Navy’s Com- 
mander-in-Chief. 

In the issue of the United States Naval 
Institute Proceedings for January, 1940, Ad- 
miral Taussig printed under his signature an 
article entitled

Navy Department,” which won the institute’s 
prize’for that year. As a result of chaos in its 
upper brackets, he argued, the Navy would 
have suffered costly losses of lives and ma- 
terial in the first World War ‘“‘had it not 
been for the fact that we were operating be- 
hind a safety screen set up by our Allies.” 
He predicted that American seapower would 
suffer reverses in another war unless dras- 
tic changes were made, and hinted that they 
might not be forthcoming until grave dis- 
asters proved them to be essential. 

He repeated these views on April 22, 1940, 
before a Senate Committee inquiring into the 
proposed fortification of Guam, and added a 
warning that, having embarked in its war 
against China on a plan for dominating the 
Far East, Japan would proceed in due course 
to the conquest of Indo-China, the. Philip- 
pines, British Malaya and the Netherlands 
East Indies. His statement was based in 
part on a letter which Rear Admiral Harry 
E. Yarnell, commander of the Asiatic Fleet, 
wrote Jan. 10, 1939, to Rear Admiral Charles 
P, Snyder, president of the Naval War Col- 
lege. When the testimony was made public, 
Admiral Taussig, by order of the President, 
was rebuked by the Navy Department and 
reprimanded by the Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions... Senator Bennett C, Clark of Missouri 
demanded on the Senate floor that Admiral 
Taussig should be court-martialed. 

In his magazine article, Admiral Taussig 
outlined the principal faults in the Navy's 
organization, -which had - existed then 
many years and which continued until 
about a month ago. He declared the re- 
sults were disunity and exeessive decentrali- 
zation, “both of which are detrimental to 


| 


efficient operation.” The Navy Department 
“is not at present organized to administer 
the Navy, either in peace time or war; with 
that degree of competence which is essential 
for success,”” he asserted. The supreme de- 
fects, in his view, were as follows: 


Two-headed leadership, divided between 
officers with equal rank as Admirals—the 
Commander-in-Chief of the Fleet and the 
Chief of Naval Operations. 

Basic control of the Navy Department 
by eight autonomous and policy-making 
bureaus, the chiefs of which were responsi- 
ble only to the Secretary of the Navy and 
over whom the Chief of Naval Operations 
had no legal authority. 

“Naval regulations,” Admiral Taussig 
wrote, “provide that the Chief of Naval Op- 
erations shall co-ordinate the work of the 
bureaus in certain respects, but nowhere 
either in Iaw, regulation or general order is 
there. any authority for the Chief of Naval 
Operations to exercise command or give or- 
ders to any of the bureau chiefs. 

“He has only such voice in the assignment 
of officers to high command in the fleet, and 
in the assignment of personnel in general, as 
may be permitted by the Chief of the Bureau 
of Navigation (the Navy’s personnel office). 
Likewise, he has only such voice in respect 
to the material that goes into the fleet as 
may be permitted by the chiefs of the re- 
spective bureaus concerned.” 


What Admiral Recommended 
and What President Finally Did. 


Herewith, in alternate paragraphs, are pre- 
sented Admiral Taussig’s leading recom- 
mendations and the m*"ner in which they 
were finally brought to pass, for the most 
part through President Roosevelt's executive 
order of March 12: 

Admiral Taussig proposed that the of- 
fices .of Chief of Naval Operations and 
Commander-in-Chief of the Fleet should be 
consolidated. 


For the first time since the office of Chief 
of Naval Operations was created by Vow 
gress in 1915, the President combined both 
jobs in the person of Admiral Ernest J. 
King. 

It was urged by Admiral Taussig that 
the Navy bureaus should be placed under 
jurisdiction of the Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions. 

The President sought to achteve this end 
by inserting two words in his executive or- 
der. It vested in Admiral King, as Chief 
» OF Naval Operations, the co-ordination “and 
» direction” of the bureaus and offices of the

No Single Policy. 

The numerous Government de- 
partments and agencies with their 
hundreds of press agents and their 
millions of annual expenditures for 
publicity have followed no single 
policy on war news although Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, in his radio ad- 
dress to the nation Feb. 23, said: 

“Your government has unmis- 
takable confidence in your ability 
to hear the worst, without flinch- 
ing or losing heart. You must, in 
turn, have complete confidence 
that your government is keeping 
nothing from you except informa- 
tion that will help the enemy in 
his attempt to destroy us. In a 
democracy there is always a sol- 
emmn pact of truth between the 
government and the people, but 
there must also always be a full 
use of discretion—and that word 
‘discretion’ applies to the critics 
of government as well.” 

Many of the difficulties of the 
present setup can be traced to the 
interpretations given the word 
“discretion” by those in charge of 
the news and propaganda offices. 
By their own “discretion,” the of- 
ficials can’ censor news at the 
source, and the enterprising re- 
porter must be enterprising in- 
deed if he can get to the sup 
pressed facts or have the material 
already gathered verified. 

If present plans are carried 
through, a single man will substi- 
tute his “discretion” in order to 
arrive at a unified policy in ah 
agencies. 


Analysis of Setup. 

Other difficulties are inherent in 
the organic setup of the present 
agencies and the personalities of 
the men running them, 

As a whole, these agencies break 
down into three groups: 

(1) News dissemination. 

(2) Propaganda. 

(3) Censorship. 

For the present, the office of 
censorship can be omitted from 
consideration because under Byron 
Price and the men he has grouped 
around him there has been little 
of the criticism he and others ex- 
pected. 

The White House advisers who 
are drawing up the plans for a 
over-all agency are confronted with 
the problem of deciding whether 
“straight news” shall come under 
its supervision. This problem is 
complicated because straight news 
itself sometimes falls into 'the cate- 
gory of propaganda just as some 
propaganda overlaps straight news. 

The principal agencies included 
in the discussions are: 

Office of Facts and Figures, pri- 
marily a domestic propaganda es- 
tablishment, % 

Information Division of the Of- 
fice for Emergency Management, 
‘which, in covering activities of 
the War Production Board, deals 
in both news and propaganda. 

Office of Government’ Reports, 
which is both information and 
propaganda-minded. 

Co-ordinator of Information's of-

The first five organizations were 
established as part of the war ef- 
fort even before Pearl Harbor. The 
other five are old agencies, wise 
in the ways of Washington. 

The White House plan, it is re- 
ported, would leave the War and 
Navy departments’ publicity offices 
outside over-all control, and they 
would continue to gather and dis- 
tribute information as they think 
wise and prvper; yet it is known 
that both services are trying to 
reach a policy on making public 
deaths and injuries in domestic air- 
plane accidents, 

Difference in Britain. 

In Great Britain such informa- 
tion igs withheld from the public 
on the theory that frequent ap- 
pearance of such news items would 
tend to discourage the people, but 
in this country, with its many local 
newspapers and comprehensive 
news services, it is a question 
whether the suppression of infor- 
mation about such accidents would 
not tend to create a feeling among 
those in the localities of the acci- 
dents that the Government was 
not telling all the truth. The Army 
and the Navy would like to hear 
the answer to that question. 


The Maritime Commission is 
confronted with a similar prob- 
lem relating to casualties on our 
coasts. At a recent press confer- 
ence a veteran reporter complained 
that although he and others had 
information that survivors had 
been landed at a small North Caro- 
lina port, the commission would 
not verify the news for two days, 
and, when it did, its announcement 
was substantially identical with 
the first unverifiable news reports. 
There are also rivalry and buck- 
passing among some of the agen- 
cies. The heads of one or two are 
seeking more power and prestige 
and are willing to take the respon- 
sibility for making decisions. The 
heads of others are fearful of 
what Congress may do to their 
appropriations if it becomes known 
that a particular agency has given 
out information reflecting on the

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NOT THE LAST WORD ON THE JURY SYSTEM. 

With all due respect to the grand jury which ad- 
journed Friday, its statement that the St. Louis jury 
system is “excellent” need not be accepted as the 
final word on the subject. That it will be so accepted 
by the public is inconceivable. Certainly it would be 
difficult to convince the public that the jury which 
amazingly acquitted HD&rl Jenkins last month was 
the product of an “excellent” system, Fortunately, 
more evidence is going to be gathered before a 
final conclusion is reached. 

It is true, as the grand jury pointed out, that 
relatively few of the “better type” of citizens can 
get on a jury because of the many peremptory chal- 
lenges allowed the defense, and because defense 
lawyers often prefer to exclude the more intelligent 
men on the panel, This, as Judge Russell said, is 
not a defect in the jury system but in the State law. 

In virtually every type of criminal case, the de- 
fense is entitled to many more challenges than the 
State. One of the changes proposed in the criminal 
code more than a year ago by Circuit Attorney 
Hennings was the equalizing of challenges, in order 
to remove this handicap on the State. Like almost

REFORM FOR THE HOUSE OF LORDS? 

It is not surprising that the British Government 
should be reported to have a plan under considera- 
tion for abolition of the hereditary House of Lords. 
During a war for democracy—a war which demo- 
cratic nations cannot lose and survive—the House 
of Lords, founded on an old aristocratic principle, 
cannot be other than an embarrassment to British 
democratic leaders. 

The House of Lords consists of nearly 800 mem- 
bers. All except some of this 60 or so of membership 
hold their seats because of birth—because they are 
their father’s sons. 

In addition to the hereditary and clerical seat- 
holders, the House of Lords also contains 16 repre- 
sentative peers for Scotland, who are elected for 
each Parliament, and 13 representative peers for 
Ireland, who are elected for life. 

According to Maurice Webb, ’ political corre- 
spondent for the London Daily Herald, Sir John 
Anderson, Lord President of the Council, is at work 
on a plan which would set up a new chamber on a 
national “cross-section” basis. This new chamber 
would include representatives of the professions, 
sciences, education and literary activities and spokes- 
men for employers and employes, as well as religious 
organizations. 

The power of the House of Lords has not been 
great since the passage of the Parliament Act of 
1911 which reduced the Lords’ part in the lawmak- 
ing process. Yet their chamber still has a function, 
formalized though it may be, to perform each time 
Parliament acts. 

It may be argued that the kind of assembly pro- 
posed would not be without certain difficulties. This 
much, however, is certain: such a chamber would 
bring a representative intelligence to lawmaking 
which the House of Lords cannot begin to produce.

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Rubber and soft metal dies are gener- 
ally used in many processes for which steel 
dies would be more efficient. These must 
be supplemented by skilled hand labor, 
and waste tremendous quantities of alumi- 
num, One company officer asserted that 
the method wasted as much of the metal 
as it used in the production of bombers. 

Steel dies are much more accurate and 
efficient, but are costly and require months 
to make. And the manufacturer has 
learned through bitter experience that in 
those months so many basic changes in 
design will have been ordered that his stee) 
dies will be useless. 

Costs under the present system tend to 
be astronomical, with four-engined bombers 
costing completed from $477,000 to $1,161,- 
000 each, and pursuits as much as $120,000. 

Under the present system, the manufac- 
turer is continually harassed by hundreds 
of detail changes required by the services, 
many of which are either unnecessary or 
should have been foreseen. 

At a hearing on the West Coast, one 
company officer testified that increases in 
armament requirements for a bomber were 
so great that the nlane had to be rede- 
signed almost entirely to accommodate the 
extra weight.

Adamowski, who 
ran for the nomination for Sena- 
tor two years ago as an anti-Kelly- 
Nash candidate but now has Kelly- 
Nash backing, and Frank J, Mc- 
Adams, former Assistant United 
States District Attorney, who is 
aligned with Douglas. 

Although Adamowski is only 36 
years old, he has had 10 years of 
experience in the State House of 
Representatives, including two ses- 
sions as majority leader. Mc- 
Adams, 33 years old, has fought in 
more than 200 prize fights and is 
now a referee for the Illinois Box- 
ing Commission and the Catholic 
Youth Organization of Chicago. 

The last week of the campaign 
will see much activity in the 
Twenty-second Congressional Dis- 
trict, which consists of St. Clair, 
Madison, Bond, Washington and 
Monroe counties, and is the most 
heavily populated district in the 
State outside Chicago.

For generations, by act 
of Congress, “direction” of the 
Navy bureaus had reposed in the 
hands of the Secretary of the- 
Navy. 

Admiral Taussig proposed that 
command of the United States 
fleet should specifically be d 
clared “the paramount position” 
in the Navy’s organization. 

As between the two functions 
of OC. N. O. and Comminche— 
these being Navy shorthand for 
Chief of Naval Operations and 
Commander-in-Chief of the Fleet 
‘'—the President directed Admirat 
King to regard the latter ag his 
“paramount duty,” and the for- 
mer as “contributory.” 

Admiral Taussig recommendea 
that the actual administration of 
the office of Chief of Naval Op- 
erations should be given to an 
officer with the rank. of Vice- 
Admiral. 


President Roosevelt nominated 
Rear Admiral Frederick J. 
Horne as Vice-Chief of Naval 
Operations, and submitted to the 
Senate, which has since cen 
firmed it, his promotion to Vice- 
Admiral, He is expected to re- 
lieve Admiral King of nine- 
tenths of the work done by the 
latter’s immediate predecessor as 
C. N. UO. Admiral Harold R. 
Stark, who has been sent to Lon- 
don to command United States 
“naval forces operating in Euro- 
pean Waters, of Which there are 
virtually none. 


It was proposed by Admiral 
Taussig that the Marine Corps, 
since 1775 an independent divi- 
sion of the Navy Department, 
under separate command, be 
placed within the jurisdiction of 
the Chief of Naval Operations. 


President Roosevelt did not 
mention the Marine Corps in his 
order, but is thought by Navy 
Department legalists to have in- 
tended ite inclusion, since it 
ranks as a Navy bureau, The 
same theory applies to the Coast 
Guard, sin peacetime a unit of 
the Treasury Department. 


Admiral Taussig suggested that 
four of the five supply bureaus 
be grouped in one organization 
under a Chief of Naval Material 
with the rank of Vice-Admiral. 
Secretary of the Navy Knoz, 
on Jan. 31, Qnnounced the crea- 
tion of an\ Office of Procurement 
and Material, grouping ali five 
of the supply bureaus under.one 
chief, Rear Admiral Samuel M.

Admirals. The legislative branch, 
according to this view, has always 
shown horror of anything remote- 
ly resembling the High Command 
of Germany. All the tremendous 
personal prestige of Elihu Root 
was required, it is pointed out, to 
induce Congress to establish an 
Army General Staff in 1903, when 
he was Secretary of War. Dread 
of creating an all-powerful sea lord 
is said to have inspired Senate and 
House in their refusal to impair 
the autonomy of the Navy bureaus, 
which has existed for more than 
60 years. : 
» “Desk” vs. “Fighting” Admirals. 
During these decades, one reply 
is, “desk” admirals, to the detri- 
ment of “fighting” admirals, built 
up a vested interest in the control 
of the Navy. The Ordnance Bu- 
reau in particular is declared to 
have grasped something like a 
monopoly on promotion to highest 
commands. Admirals Leahy and 
Stark were Chiefs of Ordnance be- 
fore becoming Chiefs of Naval Op- 
erations. Admirals Claude C. 
Block and James O. Richardson, 
former Commanders-in-Chief of 
the fleet, had been Chief and As- 
sistant Chief of the Ordnance Bu- 
reau, respectively. Ordnance was 
the specialty of Admiral Husband 
E. Kimmel, former Commander-in- 
Chief of the United States Fieet,; 
who was relieved of duty, censored 
in the Roberts report on Pearl 
Harbor and faces court-martial. 
Writing before the United States 
entered the war, Admiral Taussig 
accepted the view that an act- of 
Congress would be necessary to 
bring the Navy bureaus to heel. 
There is some difference of opin- 
ion, with weight leaning to the af- 
firmative, as to whether the Pres- 
ident’s war powers enable him to 
override a congressional statute. 
In any case, Admiral King’s noted 
and formidable temper is relied on 
to blast any bureau chief under- 
taking to stand on his “legal” 
rights. 
Strategy Out of Knox’s Hands. 
A feature of the reorganization 
is that Secretary Knox is by-passed 
on all questions of naval strategy. 
In these matters Admiral King, as 
Fleet Commander, reports directly 
to the President. An important 
newcomer in the top command is 
Vice-Admiral Russell Willson, who 
has been appointed Chief of Staff 
of the United States Fleet and who, 
should Admiral King become in- 
capacitated, would’ act as Com- 
mander-in-Chief until a permanent 
successor was appointed. Similar- 
ly, Admiral Horne would serve 
temporarily as Chief of Naval Op- 
erations, 
Realignments of the War De- 
partment have been far more 
sweeping than those in the Navy, 
especially in the field of aviation. 
The military changes proved to be 
easier and more fundamental be- 
cause the Army’s organization was 
considerably more modern. It had 
no autonomous, policy-making bu- 
reaus. Its various offices sérve 
only in advisory capacities, and 
an order signed by Gen. rge C. 
Marshall, Chief of Staff, instantly 
becomes law throughout the Army.

The Navy Department had no 
parallel offices, which, if they had 
existed, would have been those of 
chiefs of battleships, cruisers, de- 
stroyers and submarines. In time 
of peace the Navy Department 
possessed only one combat sub- 
division, the Marine Corps. The 
Coast Guard is now a small sec- 
ond. But the War Department had 
seven combat or semi-combat of- 
fices. In addition to the four 
“arms,” they were the Army Air 
Forces, the Signal Corps and the 
Corps of Engineers. 

In the War Department’s house- 
cleaning, the. “arms” were swept 
away. Maj. Gens. John K. Herr 
and Robert M. Danford, chiefs of 
cavalry and field artillery, were re- 
tired. Maj. Gen. Courtney H. 
Hodges, chief of infantry, became 
chief of the replacement and school 
command, in charge of the train- 
ing of personnel. Maj. Gen. Jo- 
seph A. Green, chief of coast ar- 
tillery, was named administrative 
head of the Army’s new anti-air- 
craft command. 

Navy’s Air Policy. 

In the Navy, aircraft are still re- 
garded as so many additional 
ships; planes are as much a com- 
ponent of the fleet as submarines. 
A naval flyer is a line officer first 
and an aviator second. The Navy 
Department has no “opposite num- 
ber” to Lieut. Gen. Henry H, Ar- 
nold, chief of the Army Air Forces. 
The Navy’s Bureau of Aeronautics 
enjoys no combat functions, but is 
merely an administrative agency, 
charged with procurement, design 
and training of personnel. It is 
one of the subdivisions now 
grouped in Admiral Robinson's 
Office of Procurement and Mate- 
rial. When the President last year 
looked about for a flying Admiral 
to command the Atlantic fleet, he 
discovered that the Navy boasted 
“no such animal.” He was com- 
pelled to descend three grades in 
order to find the officer he wanted 
in Rear Admiral King. 

The Navy today, for the first 


miral King a Commander-in-Chief 
and Chief of Naval Operations who 
is a flying man.

The overall purpose of War De- 
partment reorganization, which 
has been under study for about a 
year, has been. that of freeing the 
General Staff of all duties save 
major planning of military opera- 
tions and of policies governing 
the Army. The General Staff is 
reduced in size from about 500 to 
98 officers. Its former administra- 
tive functions were divided among 
three bodies, two of them new— 
the? ground forces, commanded by 
Lieut. Gen. Lesley J. McNair; the 
Army air forces, under Gen. Ar- 
nold, and the services of supply, 
under Lieut. Gen, Brehon B. Som- 
ervell. Maj. Gen. Richard C. 
Moore, as head of the materiel 
command of the ground forces, is 
vested with supervision and stan- 
dardization of all designs of 
weapons save aircraft. Final say 
in the designing of military planes 
has fallen to Maj. Gen. Oliver P. 
Echols, head of the materiel com- 
mand of the Army Air Forces.

JEFFERSON CITY, April 4 
(AP).—State Public Sérvice Com- 
mission auditors today reported 
the original cost valuation of 
Southwestern Bell Telephone Co.'s 
Missouri properties at $108,500,088 
and set its net operating revenues, 
as of the year 1938, at $6,328,276, 

Commission engineers set the re- 
placement value of the Company’s 
Missouri properties in public serv- 
ice at $105,724,559. A depreciation 
allowance would make the replace- 
ment cost $95,093,373. 

The report ended a six-year valu- 
ation study of the company. The 
figures are preliminary to rate-fix- 
ing and are based on 1938 opera- 
tions, the years the investigators 
completed inventories. Hearings 
will be held. 

The Public Service Commission 
auditors’ report on net telephone 
revenues was about $300,000 more 
than that claimed by the company 
because the company deducted as 
expense items fees it had paid 
to the American Telephone & Tele- 
graph Co. 

The auditors adopted the com- 
pany’s. depreciation accrual of $3,- 
930,000 on operating revenues but 
actually neither accepted nor re- 
jected the figure. The company 
said the accrual actually was less 
than plant retirements for the 
period. 

The commission’s men went 
back to the company’s records of 
1882 in their search for valuation 
information. The report covered 
the company’s properties in 71 Mis- 
souri communities. 

It estimated the original cost 
of the intra-state exchange prop- 
erty in St. Louis at $44,434,130. 
Total operating expenses in St. 
Louis for 1938 were fixed at $7,- 
732,120; net operating revenues at 
$5,222,482. The report said 93 per 
cent of the: company’s Missouri 
property is devoted to Missouri 
business.

Dedication of massive oaken 
doors presented to Christ Church 
Cathedral by Rabbi Ferdinand M. 
Isserman and members of Teinple 


Israel in recognition of Bishop 
William Scarlett’s furtherance of 
fellowship between Christianity 
and Judaism will take place next 
Sunday at the 11 o'clock services. 

Rabbi Isserman, who said when 
the gift was announced last Sep- 
tember that the doorg also were 
in token of the tenth anniversary 
of Bishop Scarlett’s consecration 
as Bishop of the Episcopal Dio- 
cese of Missouri, which falls next 
year, will make the presentation 
address.

The wood in the carved doors 
was obtained from rare white oak 
salvaged from buildings razed on 
the riverfront memorial area, The 
symbolism reflects the spirit of 
the ‘gift and the religious prin- 
ciples common to both Jews and 
Christians. 

The entire entrance motif is a 
fixed overdoor filling the top of a 
pointed stone arch with the double 
doors below. ‘Panels of clear blown 
glass afford a view of the stained

A triangular design on the over- 
door is surmounted by a dove, 
symbolic of the Holy Spirit, and 
above two angels kneeling in pray- 
er. An inscription in a door panel 
reads “To William Scarlett, Bish- 
op of Missouri, from his friends 
in Temple Israel, 1941.” 

The bosses are carved with tra- 
ditional religious symbols. The Jew- 
ish motif is carried out on the left 
door. It contains the six-pointed 
star, token of the Shield of David, 
and the tablets bearing the Ten 
Commandments. A linen-fold panel 
in the lower part of the left door 
contains the Hebrew version of the 
commandments enjdining love of 
God and of one’s neighbor. The 
right door design includes the 
Christian symbols, Alpha and 
Omega and the three intertwined 
fishes, symbol of the Holy Trinity. 
The King James version of the 
two primary commandments also 
is given. 

The doors were designed by the 
architectural firm of Nagel & 
Dunn. The sculptor was Carl Mose, 
head of the sculpture department 
of the Washington University 
School of Fine Arts. The execution 
of the doors was by John Rausch, 
cabinetmaker. 

The unusual gift from a Jewish 
to a Christian congregation evoked 
laudatory comment in the national 
ecclesiastical press when it was ac- 
cepted by the Chapter of Christ 
Church Cathedral last fall.

Japs Shy at New Flying Fortresses; 
Tail Guns Deadly for Zero Fighters 


By CLARK LEE. 
. SOMEWHERE IN NORTHERN 
AUSTRALIA, April 4 (AP). — 
Those Japanese Zero fighter planes 
are not any too eager to tackle 
Flying Fortresses anymore. 

Second Lieut. Robert Meyer of 
Birmingham, Ala., told me about 
it. I spotted him as «a Prince- 
ton boy by his haircut and sure 
enough he was a classmate of 
“Butch” Konoye, son of Prince 
Fumimaro Konoye, the former 
Japanese Premier and once cap- 
tain of the Princeton golf team. 

Meyer is co-pilot of a Fiying 
Fortress now flying from a north 
Australian base after fighting in 
the Philippines and Java. 

During the battles in the Philip- 
pines and Java the crews of the 
Fortresses had tough going. The 
ships were older models without 
that stinger of twin 50caliber ma- 
chineguns in the tail. 

The Japanese quickly found the 
dlind spot and would fly in di- 
rectly behind the fin, shooting 
from an angle on which the Fort- 
ress’ guns could not, bear. 

When the newer esses ar- 
rived it was a different story. The 
first encounter was/ disastrous. 

“Our gunners held ‘their fire un- 
til the Zeros clim confidently 
into position about 100. yards be- 
hind the tail, then squeezed the 
trigger grips,” Meyer said. 

One of our Fortresses alone got 
five and perhaps six Zeros within 
a few .minutes, Since then, the 
Zeros will not attack unless they 
get above the Fortresses. 

“It used to be that we couldn’t 
see what was going on,” Meyer 
continued, “but now the pilots 
have a ringside seat and usually

takes the air and circles, we climb 
in behind and start grabbing alti- 
tude heading toward the target. 

“My ‘former chief pilot who can’t 
be named since he is now a Ma- 
jor was the sleepiest guy in the 
world and used to catnap all the 
way to the target area. Once he 
was there he was wide awake like 
the rest of us. 

“We observe radio silence until 
we are near the target and then 
switch on the inter-plane phones. 

“Those Zeros sure get upstairs 
fast in one big circle and they 
have been flying about our alti- 
tude. The pilots keep strict watch 
for the attackers and soon some- 
one will call ‘Oh, oh, there’s half a 
dozen at three o'clock.’ 

“Then we turn in their direction, 
bank slightly and open fire. The 
Japs usually take only one pass, 
diving down fast and giving us a 
burst as they pass but they do not 
return for more. 

“Some refrain from attack- 
ing but have developed a new trick 
of flying at the same height as 
the Fortresses about a mile away 
and radioing to ground anti-air- 
craft the Fortress’ speed, altitude 
and directing the fire from below. 

“After Bataan where I've been 
accustomed to see nothing in the 
air but what our troops call ‘J-40,’ 
which is any Japanese aircraft, it 
was a wonderful experience to ar- 
rive in Australia and witness 
friendly planes flying and to meet 
American pilots. 

“Contrary to those on Bataan, 
these pilots have no complaints 
about certain of our pursuit ships, 
saying its heavier armament, pro- 
tective features, level and diving 
speeds compensate for its inability 
to climb as fast as a Zero. Once a 
pursuit gets atop a Zero, .it’s one 
leas Zero,”

County Purchase Blocked. 

Lively opposition developed in 
March, 1941, to a bill introduced 
in the Legislature by State Senator 
Joseph L. Falzone of St. Louis 
County which would have con- 
ferred practically blanket author- 
ity on the County Court to buy the 
water system at whatever price it 
saw fit. Criticism became so in- 
tense that Falzone caused the bill 
to be killed in committee. 

It developed at that time that 
Kenneth H. Bitting, St. Louis 
bond broker, had been negotiating 
for sale of the water company’s 
common stock to the county. A 
County grand jury last September 
criticised the County Court for its 
part in the introduction of the 
bill for sale of the property to the 
county.

Board on Crowding at 
City S it . 


Ivan Lee Holt Jr., an Assistant 
Circuit Attorney, has joined St. 
Louis municipal hospital officials 
in an attempt to persuade the Ful- 
ton (Mo.) State Hospital for the 
Criminally Insane to: accept pris- 
oners found insane in Circuit Court 
here, it was disclosed yesterday. 

For the consideration of the 
State Eleem Board, sched- 
uled to meet from April 10 to April 
14 at Jefferson City, Holt has pre- 
pared a memorandum of a recent 
conference he had with hospital 
officials here about overcrowding 
of City Sanitarium, municipal in- 
stitution for mental patients. 

A difficult situation has arisen, 
a Post-Dispatch reporter was told, 
because of refusal of the Fulton 
Hospital to accept patients from 
St. Louis, and Dr. Louis H. Kohler, 
superintendent of City Sanitarium, 
has pointed out that his institution 
is not equipped to take care of 
criminally insane. 

Temporary Arrangement. 

A temporary procedure for han- 
diing the cases of mentally ill de- 
fendants in Circuit Courts was 
agreed upon at the conference 
ealled by Holt. Besides Dr. Kohler, 
those attending included Director 
of Public Welfare Henry 8S. Caul- 
field; Dr. Leo J. Wade, City Hos- 
pital acting superintendent; Wal- 
lace B. Christian, Phillips Hospital 
superintendent; and Dr, Francis 
M. Grogan, Hospital Commissioner. 

A defendant in a criminal case 
who appears to be mentally ill will 
be observed at the City Jail by 
members of the sanitarium’s psy- 
chiatric staff. Such persons for- 
merly were sent to the prison 
wards at the City and Phillips hos- 
pitals for preliminary observation, 
but they will not be committed 
to these prison wards in the fu- 


prolonged observation is necessary. 

In cases where the defendants 
are adjudged insane in a Circuit 
Court, Holt has promised to at- 
tempt to arrange with the State 
Eleemosynary Board for their 
committment at the Fulton hos- 
pital. 

“Obviously, Sanitarium facilities’ 
for this type of patient are in- 
adequate,” Holt remarked to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. 

No on Provision. 

The sanitarium’s proposed bud- 
get for the 1942-43 fiscal year con- 
templates no expansion, as officials 
thought that materials could not be 
obtained even though funds were 
appropriated. Remedies for over- 
crowded conditions likely will have 
to wait until after the war, ac- 
cording to Dr. Grogan. 

As told in a recent article in the 
Post-Dispatch on the sanitarium’s 
budgetary request, the institution 
now has 1064 patients in excess 
of its normal capacity of 2370—an 
overload of almost 45 per cent. 
Beds are crowded to within a foot 
of each other. 

Dr. Grogan, who accompanied a 
reporter on a tour of the sani- 
tarium, 5300 Arsenal street, pointed 
out that the tendency of mental 
patients to irritability is accen- 
tuated by overcrowding, thus re- 
tarding their chances for recovery. 

With the exception of a new 
building for employes and the ad- 
dition of four tiers of sun porches, 
there have been no additions. to 
the sanitarium since 1908. 

There are six resident physicians 
at the sanitarium, although offi- 
cials agree that there should be 11, 
which would provide only one 
physician for every 300 patients. 
There is an average of one attend- 
ant for every 10 patients. 

At the Phillips Hospital, for Ne- 
groes, there are 110 patients in the 
neurological ward, which has a 
capacity of 64. The tuberculosis 
section is filled to the maximum, 
and a large number of persons 
are on the waiting list.

Let 
us look at actual cases which 
would not have been permitted to 
take place by men aware that they 
are dealing with life and death. 
“Paper Work” Reasoning. 

Last summer we were shipping 
steel under Lend-Lease to the Brit- 
ish Isles and some of it was re- 
shipped from there to the arsenals 
of South Africa, India, Malaya, and 
other parts of the British Empire. 
American and British officials in 
London quickly urged by cable that 
this policy of running steel twice 
through Hitler’s U - boats be. 
stopped, and that direct shipments 
be made from the United States. / 
In Washington a staff member of 
the agency concerned proposed-an 
answer which would have rejected 
the suggestion, He contended that 
there would be too great diffi- 
culties in “paper work” involved if 
requests of different parts of the 
Empire were handled separately. 
He had got so buried in the form 
sheets he worked with all day that 
they appeared to him more formi- 
dable than Nazi submarines. 

In midsummer we had only one 
factory producing an essential part 
of a defensive weapon which was 
vitally needed on merchant ships. 
Other sources of production were 
in the offing, but existing weapons 
were precious. It developed that 
this factory had somehow badly 
underestimated its costs and that 
it would lack money to keep up 
production unless the contract was 
altered. Men were dying on un- 
protected ships. Clearly the 
weapons were badly enough need- 
ed to warrant any cost. But the 
officials of the agency which was 
buying them delayed matters for a 
week while they suggested that the 
factory be put in bankruptcy. Such 
a proceeding would certainly have 
interrupted production and even 
might have stopped it altogether. 
It was as though the officials were 
bargaining for soap in peacetime, 
in a buyers market. .- 

Delay Over Dead Treaty. 

Attacks on our tankers in the 
Atlantic were menacing the fuel 
supplies needed by arsenals here 
and in Britain. Yet none of our 
tankers was being fully used. A 
treaty of 1931 which some 30 na- 
tions (including Germany, Italy, 
and Japan) had set “load lines” 
short of full capacity, beyond which 
tankers were not to be loaded. The 
load lines had been established as 
a safety measure and also to limit 
competition at a time when we 
seemed to have too many tankers. 
By 1941 it was clear that nothing” 
was as unsafe as being without 
fuel and that we were not in dan- 
ger from excess competition. It 
was equally clear tnat the Axis 
nations were not abiding by the 
treaty and that we were entitled 
to declare the treaty suspended. 
Secretary of State Hull had. al- 
ready declared to the Congress 
that the only international law. in 
an Axis-threatened world was the 
law of self-defense, and Mr. Jack- 
son, while he was Attorney Gener- 
al, had joined in those sentiments 
in an address at Havana. 

But for weeks no action was 
taken while various officials 
argued about the legal form in 
which the suspension of the treaty 
should be phrased. This delay had 
the same effect as if eight of our 
tankers had been put out of action 
by submarines during this period. 


Departmental Confusion. 

It was essential to conserve our 
supply of a product which, be- 
cause of military requirements, 
will be critically scarce during the 
war. The person charged with ob- 
taining’ maximum production of 
the product called together rep- 
resentatives of five or six agencies 
concerned with its military use, 
its export to friendly nations, its 
importation from available foreign 
sources, and other aspects of the. 
problem. Several days were con- 
sumed in estimating the supplies 
which would be available and the 
essentia] civilian and military de- 
mands. Recommendations of sev- 
era] steps to eliminate non-essen- 
tial uses were then prepared for 
presentation tothe officials who 
could order the necessary action. 
Unfortunately, the person who 
had started the matter had for- 
gotten to inform officials of an- 
other branch in his department 
who also had an interest in the 
matter. The mistake was not un- 
natural. There are often several 
branches concerned with a single 
problem and it is easy to overlook 
one of them. 

One would have expected the of- 
ficials who had been overlooked to 
examine the recommendations, on 
which much time had been spent, 
to add any additional thoughts of 
their own, and then to co-operate 
in the common effort of having 
proper action taken. Instead they 
complained that their jurisdiction 
had been meanly,and unpardonably 
invaded; they set about peoperins 
their own recommendations, whi 
of necessity were in large measure 
repetitious of what had been done;

Deference to Congressman. 
‘The outbreak of the war made 
plain the need for expanding the 
production of a certain product, 
and officials in Washington began 
the necessary arrangements. <A 
member of Congress who is gen- 
erally a most competent person 
intervened. He long had been op- 
posed to the large producer, for he 
thought it had a monopoly posi- 
tion harmful to the future of his 
community. He contended that 
this concern should be permitted 
to expand only after the ability of 
the smaller producers to expand 
had been exhausted. 


It was obvious to everyone else 
that the war cannot be won by 
using only large producers or only 
small producers and that all pos- 
sible expansion by everyone was 
required. 


As a result the officials in charge 
framed the program to fit the 
member’s contention in order to 
avoid the further delay of an open 
fight. This unnecessary work, 
however, took up considerable time 
and the needed production will 
come weeks later than it should 
have. 

There was nothing willful in the 
obstruction of the member of Con- 
gress—only a failure to realize the 
extremity of our position. Had he 
faced the question whether to en- 
courage the expansion of the large 
producer or surrender to Hitler, 
he would not have taken his posi- 
tion; Instead he somehow held to 
the view that there is time to de- 
feat the Axis in the particular 
manner most palatable to his per- 
sonal desires, a view which was 
widely held in lands now overrun. 


Beer Bottles for the Dutch. 


As this is written; the Dutch East 
Indies port of Soerabaja is under 
attack. The arms that are there 
for resistance were limited by the 
shipping the Allies had available, 
so every foot of shipping space 
should have been carefully con- 
served. Yet one of the last ships 
to reach the port was carrying 
thousands of empty beer bottles. 
They had been ordered and the 
permit and shipping arrangements 
for their export had been made 
months ago, before war broke out 
in the Far East. 

The order and the permit and 
the shipping arrangements started 
what De Saint-Exupery calls “a 
machine” working. Nobody stopped 
the machine because nobody 
thought of the Dutch trying to hold 
back the Japanese with beer bot- 
tles. 

Just as nobody in France had 
thought of pilots flying over Ger- 
many with controls that froze. 


Not Typical Examples. 

These stories should not be taken 
as typical of the work of gov- 
ernment, for they are not. They 
are the trouble spots of govern- 
ment and some of them will always 
occur in government or in any 
other institution. 

Some of them occur because of 
faulty organization or because of 
inadequate administrative methods. 
Those matters are fast being set 
right in government, but even the 
most perfectly constructed organi- 
zations and procedures cannot 
eliminate these trouble spots. For 
organizations, and procedures are 
only what men make of them, and 
not just the top men at that. 


The will of the President and 
men of Cabinet rank cannot alone 
prevent the recurrence of such in- 
stances of mismanagement. In final 
analysis the ability of our govern- 
ment to meet its present task will 
depend on the esprit de corps of 
the operating personnel—from sub- 
Cabinet members to messenger 
boys. 

This geat working force of gov- 
ernment must be lifted out of the 
workaday habits of peacetime 
bureaucracy, They must find a 
will for action that is attuned to 
our awesome needs.

Inability to Understand. 


The main evil, however, lies in 
general inability to grasp the fact 
that/ the enemy is upon us though 
we cannot see his fire. Even if all 
existing personnel and all lines of 
authority were frozen for the du- 
ration, we could greatly speed vic- 
tory by constantly keeping sight 
of the. immediacy of our danger 
and the preciousness of time. 


Certainly British officers at 
Dunkirk did not worry about keep- 
ing meticulous records of the sup- 
plies they handed out to the with- 
drawing troops. Lwecal officials in 
Russia and China and the Dutch 
East Indies did not await detailed 
memoranda of instructions before 
putting into effect the scorched 
earth policy.

1. At least 100,000 of the total 
quota must be for rent. 

‘2. For a period of 30 days after 
date of completion exclusive pref- 
erence must be given to persons 
engaged in war activities. 

8. Housing to be occupied under 
a “lease with option to purchase” 
contract will be considered as a 
rental unit where no initial pay- 
ment other than first monthly pay- 
ment is required; total monthly 
payment does not exceed rental 
for equivalent accommodations; a 
period of at least 30 months is 
provided for accumulation of 
equity; and occupant ig not obli- 
gated to purchase.

“That 
is the spiirt of the Army and that 
is the spirit of Army Day this year. 

“The Army’s realization of this 
spirit of unity will sustain us in 
this present crisis. It is a spirit 
which makes every hour a vital 
hour, the spirit that drives every 
citizen to respond to the call for 
duty wherever he may serve best 
the interests of the nation. 

The First Army head called for 
a similar unity among the United 
Nations, asserting “special national 
interests, international supremacy 
and the long view of selfish diplo- 
macy and economy must be shelved

LTHOUGH it is very neces- 
Avy to take large views of the 
strategy and the objectives of. 
the war as a whole, the acid test 
is applied when men have to make 
specific practical decisions to act. 
We all deplore wishful thinking 
and insist on realistic thinking. 
The vital difference is that wish- 
ful thinking is concerned with 
what is desirable, whereas realistic 
thinking is concerned with what 
human beings can manage to do 
with the materials that they com- 
mand.

For that reason, the paramount 
American problem in this phase of 
the war is how to promote prac- 


tical decisions in Washington, how 
to get the men selected who can 
best make the practical decisions, 
how to remove the obstructions to 
effective administration. This is 
not the glamorous aspect of the 
war. Indeed, it is tedious and in- 
tricate, and, since it involves the 
criticism of loyal and likeable men, 
it is a disagreeable and invidious 
business. But it is the most im- 
portant aspect for us at this mo- 
ment. For there is nothing the 
matter with our grand strategy 
and our general objectives. There 
is nothing that the people are not 
now willing to do if they believe it 
will contribute to the war. But it 
is a fact that although by any 
standard of comparison, that of 
any other country in this war or of 
our own country in any other war, 
the results achieved in the same 
time are gigantic, the results are 
still short of what they must be 
and can be. 

The results are short because in 
some cases the responsible men are 
inadequate, and in more cases the 
methods of reaching decisions and 
carrying them out. What we who 
are here at home can do for Wain- 
wright, MacArthur, Wavell, Chiang 
Kai-shek; what American power 
can do in Russia, the Middle Hast, 
Western Europe and in the Atlan- 
tic, turns upon how effectively the 
nation can be mobilized from 
Washington.

ONCRETE cases, it seems. to 

me, reveal more sharply than 
a general argument where the real 
difficulties lie and how they can 
be overcome. Let us take the 
question of providing gas masks 
for civilians living in regions 
which may be bombed. Congress 
has appropriated money applicable 
for civilian gas masks, and the 
Office of Civilian Defense isjas 
charged with deciding how to dis- 
tribute them. This seems simple 
enough. But in fact it presents a 
very difficult, and, as it’ happens, a 
fairly typical problem in war ad- 
ministration. 
For the manufacture of enough 
gas masks for all the civilians who 
might be bombed is an enormous 
undertaking. Probably it can be 
carried out. only by depriving the 
fighting forces of equipment they 
need. Moreover, there are 
in gas warfare who say that a gas 
mask offers protection only if it 
is put on correctly within one min- 
ute after poison gas is in the air. 
Now it is highly probable that if

All this is not intended to lead up 
to a solution of the gas-mask prob- 
lem, but to a suggestion as to how 
problems of this kind could be 
handled. Dean Landis ought not, 


as head of the OCD, to make the 
decision on his own personal judg- 
ment. He would do much better 
if he asked a commission consist- 
ing of an Army officer who knows 
chemical warfare, one or two scien- 
tists selected by the National Acad- 
emy of Sciences and a representa- 
tive of the War Production Board 
to make the decision and to state 
publicly the reasons for the de- 
cision. If the decision is for civil- 
ian gas masks, then we shall know 
from the commission what kind of 
civilian training is required. If 
the decision is against the gas 
masks, the civilians will know why. 


Boards and commissions are bad 
for action, but for decisions ‘on a 
general policy, especially when the 
question is. both technical and pop- 
ular, a disinterested commission is 


far better than a hurried and nerv- 
ous officeholder. We have suf- 
fered a great deal from boards 
where there ought to be a single 
chief executive. But we suffer also 
when -an executive officer has to 
decide a question of policy that 
would better be based on the find- 
ings of a board of experts. The 
gas masks are one example. The 
rubber problem is another. The 
case of the Sea Otter ships, which 
poset the question of inventions, 
is still another.

N all these Gases we have had 
the views of officeholders, poli- 

ticians, congressional committees, 

laymen, business interests. What 
we have not had is an inquiry 
which led to a finding of facts and 
recommendations by men who were 
at once disinterested and expertly 
qualified. There is a vacuum here, 
and in this vacuum there are gen- 
erated the controversies which de- 
lay action and confuse the public 
mind. There is generated also the 
nervous affliction which was de- 
scribed by one witty and highly 
competent official in Washington 
“galloping frustration.” 

The vacuum exists because we 
have not learned sufficiently to call 
in, before decisions are taken and 
ai the point where they can be of 
the greatest use, scholarly and sci- 
entific men. Yet in any total ef- 
fort, as° Fortune magazine makes 
so vividly clear in its current issue, 
scientifically trained men have a 
part to fill which no one else—no |: 
soldier, no: statesman, no business 
man—can fill.

Forest 
Park yesterday to call attention to 
the outstanding exhibit of the art 
of the United States Indian, which 
went on display at the museum. 

There have been numerous In- 
dian art shows in recent years— 
the museum itself had a fairly 
large one in 1933—but this is 
probably the most comprehensive 
of its kind ever assembled, since 
the Interior Department and col- 
leges and museums throughout the 
country collaborated on the project 
with the Museum of Modern Art 
in New York. 

It is also a sort of final and 
cumulative statement of the new 
American attitude toward the In- 
dian, whose culturé and esthetic 
accomplishments are now recog- 
nized for their great worth and 
their influence on American life. 
There is nothing corny or senti- 
mental—not an arrowhead or a 
birchbark canoe and only a mini- 
mum of blankets. 

The show covers Indian life for 
1500 years and the examples of 
carvings, pottery, masks, skin 
paintings, pipes and wall decora- 
tions on display are about the best 
from an esthetic viewpoint that 
could be gathered together.

There is ample proof here that 
the Indian artisans were not only 
highly imaginative, but possessed 
a color sense second to none.

| HILE he accepts with. inter- 
; est the suggestions of Sidney 
Hillman and the labor groups 
and the “we demand” of the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture, that workers 
and farmers indicated by them be 
deferred from the draft for the 
armed forces, it is gratifying to see 
Gen. Hershey stand by his guns 
and make it quite clear that, if any 
actual deferments are to be made 
in either of these classes, the local 
boards of the boys’ neighbors are 
going to make them. They are not 
to be made by any political pres- 
sure groups in Washington. 

That.is the basic principle of the 
fairness of the draft. The moment 
that is permitted to be sa 
the whole organization for selec- 
tive service is going to be endan- 
gered. . 

You can’t put dangerous, bloody 
sacrificial service with the colors 
on the same footing with sheltered, 
well-compensated service’ in war 
production—no matter how nearly 
equal they are in importance—and 
get a with it in public opinion. 

On top of all this, the proposal 
is absurbd. There are places for 
perhaps 50 million people to be 
gainfully employed in production 
for the armed services and the ci- 
vilian population. The maximum 
military force we have considered 
is 10 million men,

bodied males could work in fac- 
tories, farms, mines, transporta- 
tion and elsewhere, we would have 
an almost impossible problem.

Brilliant Army Leader's Wife Has 
Been His Constant Companion Since 
Their Surprise Marriage in 1937— 
Details of Her Early Life Are Told.

HILE Gen. Douglas MacArthur, eyes far ahead, was fortifying

comfort and encouragement, and mothering their baby son. 

When the Japs poured over Luzon, and squeezed towards Manila, 

most of the American wives and children were evacuated. But Mrs,

When the General retired into 
Corregidor Fortress, thence to di- 
rect his gallant army in their de- 
fense of Bataan Peninsula, with 
him went his wife, to provide her 
husband and 4-year-old son, Arthur, 
with as many of the comforts of 
home life as were possible under 
daily Jap bombings. 

When the General left Corre- 


gidor, to take over the bigger task

Who is she, this quiet, faithful 
woman always at the General’s 
side, hitherto relatively unknown 
and now projected so suddenly into 
the center ring of today’s history, 
and into the public heart and imag- 
ination? 

Jean Marie Faircloth MacArthur 
is a slight, dank-haired, attractive 
person with almost-almond brown 
eyes, a gracious yet lively personal- 
ity, an intense loyalty to persons 
and things that are or have been 
a part of her life, an inherited 
compassion for fhose less fortunate 
than hérself, and a life-long pen- 


_ Chant for things military. 


She is the product of this South- 
ern college town of 10,000 people, 
with a red-brick towered court- 
house, a Confederate monument on 
the square, and cool, spacious 
homes on shady maple-lined streets. 
She could hardly be called exactly 
typical of her environment, but her 
life, for the most part, followed a 
more or less normal conventional 
pattern, except for rather extensive 
travels after she became grown. 

Almost any girl, in her position, 
could have been expected, even- 
tually, to marry well and in her 
own set, and settle down to being 


‘matron of a comfortably-well-off, 


happy and interesting Southern 
family. 

And yet, there is a continuity in 
her life, through background and 
inclination and opportunity, lead- 
ing to her surprise marriage in 
1937, at the age of 38, to Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur, then retired 
chief of staff of the United States 
Army, Grand Marshal of the Phil- 
ippine Commonwealth, and 19 years 
her senior.

EAN MARIE FAIRCLOTH 

grew up in a household where 

patriotism was almost a relig- 
ion, participation in all military 
displays and rallies and public 
gatherings almost a rite, and uns 
forms almost a  fetish—starting 
with the Confederate gray 
of Capt. Richard Beard, Jean Ma- 
rie’s grandfather. 

Crossed flags hung on the wall 


by the staircase, as did Capt. 


Beard’s sword and scabbard. Jean 
Marie’s young half-brother wore a 
uniform for a playsuit, and later 
went to military school. At the 
family cottage at Estill Springs, 
summer resort where the family 
went each year, smal] flags, one 
Confederate and the other the Stars 
and Stripes, were stuck in the hall's 
big oil lamp one July 4, and stayed 
for a score of years—until, appro- 
priately enough, the cottage be- 
came quarters for workmen on 
the great Camp Forest military 
project a couple of miles away. 

Capt. Beard was a leader in Con- 
federate veterans’ activities, and it 
was Jean Marie who helped tack 
up the bunting for the rallies, who 
made the lemonade, who helped 
seat the aging old soldiers, and 
who presented the flowers to the 
speaker. 

When the United States entered 
the first World War, one of Jean 
Marie’s beaus was Bob Brown. He 
was the first Rutherford County

(Tenn.) man killed in that conflict, 
and the Rutherford County Amer- 
ican Legion post still bears his 
name. The romantic story was told 
afterward that he and Jean Marie 
were engaged to marry, but that 
was hardly true, although she did 
wear his fraternity ring. He was 
just one beau among many, al- 
though perhaps the favored one 
during that period just before he 
left for service. 


Her first real taste of Army so- 
ciety came when she went to Texas 
for a visit at an Army post with 
Col. Charles O, Thomas and Mrs. 
Thomas. Col. Thomas was a for- 
mer Murfreesboroan—and a one- 
time beau of Jean Marie’s mother 
~—who went into the Spanish-Amer- 
ican” War as commanding officer 
of a company of Negro volunteers 
which he organized in Murfrees- 
boro. He stayed on in the Army 
after the war. He is now retired, 
with the rank of Colonel,.and lives 
at San Antonio, Tex. 


Jean Marie Faircloth never lost 
the liking she acquired on this 
trip to Texas for social life that 
eddies around ranking officers and 
their families in the Army. Friend- 
ships she made on that first visit 
were the basig for frequent and 
regular stays she made at Army 
posts, in all parts of the country, 
for the next 15 years. 


She had beaus, aplenty, among 
the young single officers, but it 
was Army society in general, and 
not particular preferences, that at- 
tracted her, There Was one young 
lieutenant who later came to Mur- 
freesboro to visit her, his mother 
and sister coming along, too. Some- 
thing might have come of that,, 
but didn’t, for various reasons, 
among them the young lieutenant’s 
liking for alcohol, foreign to all the 
qualities that Jean Marie most ad- 
mired. The young lieutenant was 
later killed in an automobile ac- 
cident. 

Cameron Faircloth, Jean Marie’s 
brother, who now lives in Nash- 
ville, was an observer in the Air 
Corps overseas during the first 
World War. 


All her life she has been exposed 
to the fascigation of uniforms, the 
Army, military tradition. The fam- 
ily preserved the tales of fighting 
Revolutionary War ancestors, Cap- 
tain Beard brought forward the 
gallantry of the Ewer Army, 
Her uncle, Will fought in 
the Spanish-American War. In her 
own generation, friends and mem- 
bers of her family wore the khaki. 
And she herself had wide acquaint- 
ance in Army circles, . Py i 

Small wonder, then, that ‘one 


beau—and incidentally a childhood 
playmate with whom her mother 
and his hopefully had seen a po- 
tential match—was advised once 
by friends to “get a uniform, if you 
expect to. get her.”

HE was born in Nashville in 

December, 1898, one of three 

children of E. C. Faircloth, 
who later became wealthy as a 
Nashville banker and business 
man, and the former Miss Sallie 
Beard, of Murfreesboro. She had 
two brothers, Cameron, alreadp 
mentioned, and Frederick, who 
died in Birmingham in 1938. 

In 1907, after several years of 
separation during which Jean Ma- 
rie and her brothers and mother 
lived with the Beards in Murfrees- 
boro, the Faircloths were divorced. 
A short time later Mrs. Faircloth 
was married to Frederick Smith, 
a North Dakotan whom she had 
known before her first marriage. 

Jean Marie’s childhood was little 
different from that of other small- 
town girls. Her home life, with 
her mother and brothers and step- 
father, and the half-sister and half- 
brother that soon came along, was 
pleasant and normal. 

The family was congenial, fun- 
loving. There were song sessions 
about the piano in the big picture- 
covered parlor; the family loved 
to sing the grand old hymns of the 
church, and also the popular. bal- 
lads of the day..

cluded a stay at Manila where they 
stopped at the Manila Hotel, later 
to be Jean Marie’s home as the 
wife of Gen. MacArthur. 

In October, 1935, she headed for 
the Far East again, intending to 
visit the Slacks, an English fam- 
ily with business interests at Shang- 
hai. But on board ship she met 
Mrs. Arthur MacArthur, and 
through her her son, Gen. MacAr- 
thur. They insisted that she con- 
tinue with them to Manila to at- 
tend the inauguration of Philippine 
President Manuel Quezon who, in- 
cidentally, was also a passenger 
aboard the ship. 

So she stopped only a night or 
two at Shanghai, and went on to 
Manila. And she stayed on and on 
at Manila. Word drifted back to 
friends at home that she was see- 
ing a great deal of Gen, MacAr- 
thur. 


Finally, after a year and a half 
at Manila, she came home, in the 
spring of 1937. She spoke of “the 
General” to her friends, but told 
nobody except her family of her 
plans. After some weeks, she left 
quietly, supposedly to visit her 
aunt, Mrs. Marie Beard Gienn, at 
Louisville, Ky. She spent the night 
in Louisville, and then continued 
to New York, where she was mar- 
ried to Gen. MacArthur on April 
30, 1937. She was 38, and he 57. 

The next day they departed for 
Manila. Jean Marie-has not been 
back to the United States since 
that time.

On her return from Germany at the end of 1987, Grace 
Zaring Stone had a few things to say about Hitler and Hitler's 
Germany. She knew she didn't want to write just another book 
about German atrocities. 

“T knew the people who would read that sort of book would 
read it anyway,” she says. She wanted to find an interest 
device that would carry the theme to more readers. 

“There are,” she says, “about six sure-fire plots. The escape 
plot is one of the best of these.”

‘Good Eating’

UCH foods as sweetbreads, veal 

and lamb kidneys, calf’s brains, 

pig’s feet and tripe are not so 
popular during this present gen- 
‘eration. Fresh pig’s feet sim- 
mered for four or five hours, along 
with vegetables and spices such 
as whole pepper corns, bay leaves 
and an onion or two studded with 
cloves, is mighty good eating. 

The ‘pig’s feet, after thorough 
cooking, are cut lengthwise, then 
rolled in buttered bread crumbs, 
dotted with butter and placed un- 
der the broiler frame te complete 
the culinary treat. A well-seasoned 
deviled sauce should be served 
with them. That’s what I call 
good eating. 
Broiled veal kidneys, split, of 
course, is another delectable food 
and this dish calls for deviled 
sauce, too. Lamb kidneys cut in 
thin slices and sauteed in butter 
along with finely chopped onions 
and green peppers was a great fa- 
voriteé among the gourmets that 
patronized Rector’s. 

Sweetbreads and calf’s brains are 
always parboiled and cooled in 
preparation for the finished recipe. 
One of the nicest ways to prepare 
sweetbreads after they are par- 
boiled 
in butter along with thinly sliced 
mushrooms. A tablespoon or two 
of sherry wine poured over them 
would do no harm. 

Honeycomb tripe, I mean the 
fresh tripe, should be rinsed and 
soaked in cold water, changing the 
water several times. It is then 
simmered for many hours after 
which it is ready for broiling, or 
a good cream sauce to which a 
dozen small white onions are add- 
ed, or the ever popular creole sauce 
which has tomatoes, green peppers, 
onions and mushrooms lurking 
within. There's nothing wrong 
about tripe, except its name. Let’s 
think of ‘another name to call it. 

The purpose of spices in cookery 
is to enhance the flavor of the food 
they accompany. Flavor is the hand-. 
maid of cookery and it just remains 
for us to discover how to bring out 
the subtle flavor of food at hand 
with the discriminate use of spices 
orsavory seasoning Indeed, many 
fortunes have been made in the 
commercial food market because 
of an individual flavor worked out 
to perfection.

When meat is browned 
add one cup of canned tomatoes, 
one cup of white stock, or water, 
and a soup bunch consisting of 
two branches of celery, two sprigs 
of parsley, one bay leaf and one 
clove of garlic. Cover saucepan 
and simmer over low heat until the 
meat ig tender. About 30 minutes 
before meat is cooked add one 
cup of diced potato, and if neces- 
sary, add more liquid while cook- 
ing.. When potatoes are cooked 
remove the soup bunch and flavor 
the liquid with one tablespoon of 
Worcestershire sauce and salt to 
taste. Thicken with flour mixed 
with a little cold water and bring 
to a boiling point. Pour the stew 
into a casserole dish and cover with 
pie crust dough. Make a few per- 
forations in dough to allow steam 
to escape. Bake in hot oven until 
crust is browned. 

Brains have to be parboiled first 
regardless of how they are to be 
served. They‘are then trimmed of 
all membrane and either left whole, 
split or cut into dice, according to 
the recipe to be followed. Calf or 
beef brains should be parboiled in 
acidulated water which is made by 
adding one tablespoon of vinegar 
or lemon juice to one quart of wa- 
ter. Here is a recipt that was 
very popular in Rector’s: 


BRAINS AU BEURRE NOIR 
Beef or calf’s brains may be used 
in the recipe. Cover brains with 
cold water and let stand one hour. 
Drop into boiling acidulated water 
which has been lightly salted. Sim- 
mer 20 minutes, Drain; immedi- 
ately cover brains with cold water 
and let stand until thoroughly cool, 
Dry between a towel and dip light- 
ly in flour, Saute in butter until 
nicely browned, then remove to 
hot platter. Put two tablespoons 
of butter into frying pan brains 
were cooked in and just as it turns 
brown remove it from heat and 
add two tablespoons of vinegar to 
pan, shaking the pan to mix. Pour 
hot vinegar butter over brains and 
serve at ance. When chives are in 
season rinkle a teaspoonful, 
which have been finely cut or 
chopped, over the brains just be- 
fore the vinegar butter is poured 
over them. 7 
SHAD ROE, SAUTE MEUNTIERE 
Carefully wash shad roe, remove 
bits of membrane taking care not 
to cut thin skin over roe while sep- 
arating.

Movie Fojlows Novel, 
If You Follow Movie- 


T would not be necessarg to call attention to these alterations if 

the procession of sins in “Kings Row” had not seemed to be its main 

purpose. In most respects, film follows novel closely. Dialogue is 
exact, scenic setting realistic and the direction of Sam Wood completes 
the magic that is necessary to make the book come to life. 


Where the spectator can fill in details remembered from print, 
“Kings Row” will be entirely satisfactory. But for persons who have 
not read the novel, the picture surely must seem to lack connection 
many times, to have little directness for many reels. And its characters 
often must look like a waxworks labeled “Characters from ‘Kings 
Row,” rather than the actors in a connected drama. 


Except for Dr. Gordon, played by Charles Coburn, almost any 
character in the film should be welcome in Fulton, as a normal human 
being with no more than ordinary weakness, Dr. Bellamann, although 
he spent his early years in Fulton and has relatives there, denies that 
he was picturing the particular community, anyway, and states most 
directly in the foreword to the book, “The town of Kings Row does not 
exist. The characters are imaginary. Kings Row resembles many 
towns of the period, but this is neither a picture of an actual place, nor 
is the story the reporting of the lives or behavior of living persons.” 


That would seem to settle it. And just to show how cagey the 
picture producers are about the matter, when a return address is 
shown on a letter sent abroad, from Kings Row, it merely has “Kings 
Row, U. S. A.” In other words, to public as well as postoffice, just 
try to find it. 


For Proper Behavior, 


Go See the Hardy Family. 

| W HILE novelists go on looking retrospectively at the Nineties and 
| a little current research would be valuable. Some bright young 
university student with nothing else to do could write a thesis on how 
closely the Hardy Family pictures come to taking the measure of the 
American home of today. 


When this series was begun, in 1937, it was in unquestioned compe- 
tition with the Jones Family series, an earlier comedy entry that was 
immediately successful but has since fallen by the wayside. But when 
“Love Finds Andy Hardy” made its appearance, in 1938, it was apparent 
to everyone that Mickey Rooney, as the Hardy high school kid, was 
putting on the show and that a new star was in the ascendancy. 


The restless energy of Andy Hardy, his enthusiasms over ancient 
jaloppies and pretty girls, and his ball of fire behavior in general were 
captivating. And now, in 1942, when the world of movie fans knows 
Mr. Rooney as a mature, married man, the series has gone serious. 
“The Courtship of Andy Hardy,” currently at Loew’s, has advice to give 
on why parents should not quarrel and separate, on what can be done 
for a socially backward young woman, on what is proper dress for 
one’s sister, and has a brief, but effective, lecture on temperance. 

Although the Hardy Family and its affairs were derived originally 
from the stage play, “Skidding,” by Aurania Rouverol, a former 8t. 
Louisan, stories now are developed by a staff of writers. Director 
George B. Seitz describes the process in this way: 

‘““We come armed with notes, amusing happenings in the daily 
doings of our children, our friends’ children, memories of people we 
knew in our youth, the town judge, the banker and the doctor. So far 
we have never had to fish for a gag. There is nothing like the 
American family to provide both genuine comedy and pathos.” 

In the beginning, the town of Carvel, in which the Hardys lived, was 
located in Idaho. But that has been given up a long time ago. Like 
Kings Row, Carvel is just “U. 8S. A.”

The Government's drive on Nazi propaganda 
is headed by a 16-page pamphlet titled “Divide 
and Conquer,” issued by the Office of Facts and 
Figurés at Washington. It tells the story of Nazi 
terror, of the vast program of deception, black- 
mail and violence which Hitler has used as a 
weapon of war. It gives details of these tactics, 
their effects in Europe, their use in the United 
States and what they seek to accomplish here. 
The pamphlet is illustrated with six drawings, 
including the front cover, by D. R. Fitzpatrick, 
Post-Dispatch cartoonist, who made the illustra- 
tions as a contribution to the nation’s war effort. 

It is planned to print more than 1,250,000 
copies of “Divide and Conquer,” for distribution 
to newspapers and magazines, radio stations, 
schools, farm organizations, Civilian Defense or- 
ganizations, clubs, libraries, the Army and Navy, 
labor leaders, Federal, State and municipal 
officials. | Reproduced on this page are the 
Fitzpatrick illustrations. 

As a sort of foreword, the pamphlet quotes 
Hitler himself—-an excerpt from "Mein Kampf" in 
which he asserts that the great masses of the 
people “are more easily victimized by a large 
than by a small lie, since they sometimes tell 
petty lies themselves but would be ashamed to 
tell big ones.” The quotation continues: “An 
untruth of that sort (a large lie) would never 
come into their heads, and they cannot believe 
that others would indulge in so vast an impu- 
dence as gross distortion. Even after being 
enlightened, they will long continue to doubt and 
waver, and will still believe there must be some 
truth behind it somewhere. Eor this reason some 
part of even the boldest lie is sure to stick-—a 


N AZI propaganda, still assaulting this 
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this world know only too well, and make use of.” 

Hitler's reliance on this belief is attested by 
the history of his conquests in Europe. The 
pamphlet tells of the false rumors started by 
Nazi agents. “Circulated day after day, worming 
their way into the minds of Frenchmen, Nor- 
wegians, Danes, Beigians, Austrians, Dutch, 
Czechs and Poles, they created a feeling of fear 
and frustration, a loathing of the war, and a 
certainty of defeat. ... For most evil, the Jews 
were to blame. Business is bad? Labor is to 
blame. - Wages are low? Capital is to blame. 
War is hell? The British are to blame... . 
National unity was destroyed by setting group 
against group.” ° 

In France, before it was invaded, professional 
weepers went about creating the impression that 
the French Army's losses were very heavy, and 
mothers received unauthorized messages saying 
their sons had been killed: Fortune tellers 


‘predicted France’s defect. 


The pamphlet goes on to tell how wars of 
nerves were made on neutral countries before 
they were invaded. In Belgium, for example, 


defeatist rumors were spread for months, and Nazi agents distributed 
flags on which were swastikas, telling people to wear them for safety 
when the Germans came. 

Poland is cited by the pamphlet as affording a monstrous example 
of the use of mass terror on a conquered country. A notice posted on 
the walls of Torun shortly after the occupation read: “... The streets 
belong to the victors, not to the vanquished... . Polish women who 
address Germans or insult them will be sent to houses of prostitution.’ ” 

Of America Hitler has said: “America is permanently on the brink of 
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provoke revolts and unrest in the United States, 
so that these gentry will have their hands full.” 
The Office of Facts and Figures says his strategy 
of terror has three broad aims:» “To separate us 
from our allies by arousing distrust of them; to 
create friction within the United States in order 
to divert us from our true enemy—the Axis; to 
paralyze our will to fight.” It recalls lines taken 
by Nazi propaganda in the recent past.
